New Horizons facility faces 


toss of $4.3 million contract

New Horizons, a Toledo- 
based non-profit habilitation 
developmental center that is 
under an investigation by the 
state of Ohio for alleged 
patient abuse and falsification 
of records, is also facing the 
loss of $4.3 million in contract 
for its Batavia, Ohio facility. 

And that could also mean the 
loss of 210 jobs at the center, 
according to one employee. 

Certification for the contract 
of the Batavia's facility is 
expected no later than June, 
according to Walter Brooks, 
one of two attorneys for New 
Horizons. 

“Some people are just trying 


- to smear our names to prevent 


certification of our contract,” 
Brooks said. 

A group of supporters, 
including Rev. Warren Kelly, 
who represented the Colunt 
bus Baptist Ministerial 


MINNIE FELLS JOHNSON 
Alliance, was on the State- 
house grounds Tuesday, in 
protest of allegations of mis- 
management at the Batavia 
center. 

New Horizons has three cen- 
ters: two in Toledo and one in 
Batavia. The program was 


established in 1979. It provides 
services for 114 mentally 
retarded people. 

Lawrence Winkfield, attor- 
ney for New Horizons, said the 
falsification of records 
stemmed from a claim that 
some employees were told to 
change certain documents 
needed for certification. 


Winkfield said the accusers 
“never stated or identified who 
gave such orders to the 
employees.” 

Winkfield added, ‘‘No 
employee at the center has 
ever been told by an adminis- 
trator or supervisor, or anyone 
else to change or falsify 
records.” 

Meanwhile, Gov. Richard F. 
Celeste has appointed Colum- 
bus Attorney Robert A. Carter, 
a former dean at the Ohio State 
University law school, to look 
into the center's operation.

U.S. Reps. Charles Rangelof 
New. York and Parren Mitchell 
of Maryland have re-introduced 
the Minority Investment Tax 
Act of 1985 in Congress. The 
act is designed to get equity 
capital into minority-owned 
businesses by allowing defer- 
ral of capital gains of 20 per- 
cent of the profit on sale of cap- 
ital assets. 

Travers J. Bell Ur., chairman 
of Daniels & Bell Inc., the 
nation’s largest Black invest- 
ment firm and a member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
said the proposed legislation is 
critical to Black economic 
development and must be fully 
supported. : 

Bell urged citizens to contact 
their congressmen and sena- 
tors and urge them to support 
passage of the Minority 
Investment Tax Act. 

Bell also said the public must 
write President Reagan to indi- 
cate that his support is essen- 
tral and that the legislation is 
necessary to help reduce Black 
unemployment and to increase 
investment opportunities for 
minorities. 

‘ Mitchell, who is chairman of 
the House Committee on Small 
Business, also has been hold- 
ing heariags on the future of 
the SBA. The Reagan adminis- 
tration has proposed that SBA 
be terminated. 


Mitchell, however, said dur- 
ing a hearing held in Philadel- 
phia recently that the SBA is 
the major “procurement effort 
of almost all larger contracts” 
for small businesses. He said

5. | feel as though the Black 
community doesn't respond 
very well to Black lawyers and | 
dan't think that there is really 
too much that Black lawyers 
can do aboutit. The problem is 
simply that as a matter of 
course, Blacks generally do. 
not support or patronize other 
Blacks and their establish- 
ments. We have been conditi- 
oned to give our dollars to 
Kroger instead of Carl Brown 
or Singletary, or to the Down- 
town Club instead of the Mar- 
b!e Gang.
